Indian Lore in Our Bay of Smokes

Little did the original Gabrieleno Indians, who once inhabited the Torrance Beach 
area, realize that the site of their civilization would furnish adventure and a rich source 
of information to the Y-Indian Guide tribe which Jiave become their namesakes.

Accompanied by their fathers who are the"big" chiefs, the seven and eight-year old 
"little chiefs" of the modern Gabrieleno "tribe" go for long walks on the beach and on 
the bluff above Torrance

Nearly afl the artifact* found 

are broken or have been chip­ 
ped. They also show evidence 
of having been burned. This 
was In keeping with the un­ 
dent Gfcbrielenoi' practice of 
ceremonially "killing" the 
utensils and clothing of the

person who had died in order 
that the spirits of his belong­ 
ings could be released for use 
in the afterworld. The body 
and his belongings were cre­ 
mated and the remains buried 
together. 

That this area was the most

to the ideal weather conditions. 
The abundance of small game, 
fish, seeds and acorns, which 
furnished their diet and which 
was available with little ef­ 
fort, has led to the belief that 
the Gabrielenos were Indolent 
and lazy.

One authority, S. F. Cook, 
says they were capable of pro­ 
longed, directed effort when 
necessary to meet the demands 
of their life. "Yet none of these 
happy people worked one mom­ 
ent beyond the point when the 
actual needs of the day or the 
imperative duties of the seas­ 
on had been fulfilled. Sun-

respectable occupation and 
basking in. w a r m springs a 
luxury for which every Indian 
yearned." Even as it is today 
by hii white counterpart.

The Gabrielenos also main­ 
tained an extensive system of 
trade and barter. There' wore 
soapstone bows and casseroles 
from Santa Catalina Island, and 
shell beads from the coast have 
found their way into Nevada,

Arizona, New Mexico and Utah.
CREATIVE ABILITY

Their ingenuity was display­
ed in the closely-woven bask­
ets which were made water­

over the insldes by means of 
many small pebbles shaken 
within. They also closed the 
siphon holes of abalone shells 
with asphaltum to make dish­ 
es. Asphaltum comes up as an

Ocean a few miles off the 
beach area formerly known as 
Malaga Cove. Lumps of asph­ 
altum were commonly found 
along the shore and stored in 
large shells.

The Gabrieleno Y- Indian 
Guide tribe is one of many 
such groups sponsored by the 
Torrance YMCA. In the four 
months of their existence other 
projects of the present day 
Gabrielenos include the mak­ 
ing of a deer-hide tom-tom and 
the framing of their charter 
w|th blacH and white un-born 
calf-skin and a rough twig 
frame. They are spending the 
weekend .on .an overnight 
camping trip at Lake Elizabeth 
Canyon.
